Stupendous Figures. 


From 
the 
forthcoming volume of 


"Poor's Railroad Manual of the United 
States,'' which has come to bo acknowl- 
edged as an authority on such statistics, 
the following general facts of railroad 
progress in the United Slates during Iho 
year 1SS1 avo derived: 


The year 1881 has been one of extra- 


ordinary activity 
in railroad 
all'airs. 


Williin the year fl,3f)S miles of railroad 
have been built, the greatest number o£ 
any one year. 
The greatest mileage for 


any previous year was 7,37'J miles, in 
1S71. 
Tho toial miles in operation at 


the oncl of 1881 was 104,SIS, being an 
increase of 11,1-12 miles over the previous 
year. 


Tho cost, at $25,000 per mile., of Ihc 


lines constructed during the year was 
82;W,7nO,000. In addition, at least 875,- 
000,000 were expended on lines in pro- 
gress, and 3100,000,000, which is al the 
rule of only $1,000 per mile, on old 
routes, in addition to their equipments. 
The total amount expended in struction 
during the past year was, in round num- 
burs, 8400,000,000. 


It now seems probable that the mile- 


age to bo opened in 1882 will equal that 
for 1881. 
Up to the 1st of June, 1882, 


3,577 miles of line "were opened, against 
1,734 for thesame period of 1881. 
The 


same rale of increase will not bo main- 
tained for the remainder of the year, but 
Iho aggregate for il of new mileage is 
not likely lo be much short of 10,000 
miles. 


It is certain that for a long time to 


come a much greater extenl of mileage 
will bo constructed annually than was 
constructed in the past, or lhan will be 
constructed in the present year, 


Tha lonnago transported on all tho 


railroads in the country, in 1881, cannot 
have been less than y,500 tons to the 
mile, or 850,000,000 tons. At an assumed 
value of $50 per ton, Ihe value of Iho 
tonnage moved on ail tiie railroads of 
the United States the past year, less one- 
third for duplication, was, sav, §12,000,- 
000,000 or more than 8200 per head of 
the whole population. 


Tho earnings of all the. roads in opera- 


tion in the country the past year equaled 
8725,325,119, being an increase over the 
previous year of 8110,000,000, Ihc rate 
of increase beir.g nearly 10 per cent. 
Tho earnings equaled 813. CO per head of 
our population. 
Their riot earnings 


were 8270,05-1,119, an increase of 821,- 
500,000 over those of 1880. 
Their cur- 


rent expenses were- 8-1-10,505,071. The 
amount of interest paid during tho year 
on their funded debts was 8128,887,002; 
tho amount paid in dividends was 893,- 
3-11,200, against 877,115,-111 for 1880. 


Tho cost of operating our railroads for 


the year was 8149,505,071, or 62 per 
cent, of their gross earnings. 
Tho total 


amount expended in their construction 
of new lines and in operating and im- 
proving the old ones was over 8750,000,- 
000—tiic greater part of the vast sum 
being paid in wages. 
The number of 


persons c:nplo3'od in operating them the 
past year averaged fully 1'2 to Ihe mile 
of operated line, or 1,200,000 in all. Tiic 
number employed in the conslruclion of 
our railroads equaled -100,000, increasing 
the tola! number of employes 10 1,000,- 
000, 
or about one thirty -second part of 


our population, estimated at 53,200,000.

'I'lio Bastile. 


It was on the 14th of July, 1789, nine- 


' ty-thrce years ago, that Ihe Bastile was 


captured and destroyed by tho people 
of Paris. 
Had (he dull, leaden-minded 


King, then si'.ting 
uneasily on lite 


French throne, been able lo understand 
and conform to Iho signs of Ihe limes, 
or been able to separate himself from the 


! courtiers who urged him to resist the 


j rising tide of popular feeling, tho awful 


I events that followed the capture of the 


I famous prison might havo been averted, 


and Franco and Iho world spared a 
chapter of history the like of which was 
never known before and lias never been 
known since. 
But Louis XVI. would 


not, perhaps could not understand. Evon 
the taking of the Bastile was a warning 
ho failed to interpret aright. lie and 
the assembly were at Versailles engaged 
in Ihe game of demands and petitions 
on one side and refusals or insincere 
concessions on the oilier, which hail 
been protracted till the country wa< 
weary of it. It was a lime of painful 
suspense and anxiety. Thecourticrs were 
endeavoring to persuade the irrcsolu'i 
King to let Joosc the army on the people. 
The assembly were in constant appre- 
hension of being arrested and thrown 
behind the grim and pitiless walls c/f the 
frowning fortress prison which stood at 
the gate of St. Antolno whore so many 
a gallant spirit had been immured be- 
fore. 
There was no adjournment. The 


sessions wcro kept up day ami night, 
lest, if 
tho 
assembly left Iho hall, 


its 
doors 
would 
be 
closed 
and 


Ihe 
body 
dispersed. 
Ail 
communi- 


cation with Paris iiad boon cut oil, 
and the news of what was going on there 
could not bo brought, though the boom- 
ing of cannon heard through the day tuld 
plainly that work, and warm work too, 
was going on. It was not til! night that 
the King and tho Assembly learned Unit 
the people of Paris had seized the arms 
in tiie arsenal and stormed arid captured 
the Bastile. The King was irritated. "1.1 
is a revolt!" said he, resentfully. "Nay. 
sire," replied one of his most frank at- 
tendants, " it is a revolution." And s<> 
it was—the beginning of that frightful 
reckoning with the execrable misrule, 
falsehood had rotten pretence which for 
a hundred years had been heaping up 
wrath against the day of wrath till Ihe 
angry and menacing structure was top- 
pling over the head of the King and 
court. 
The impulse which brought the 


exasperated populace of Paris against 
the IJastilc was an inslinct. As a French 
liistorian remarks: "It 
was an act of 


faith." 
There was no reason in it. The 


walls which connected the eight lofly 
lowers of liio fortress wcro forty feet 
thick at the bottom and ten feet thick 
at Ihc top, and nearly a hundred feet 
high. 
It was absolutely safe against tho 


musket balls which flattened themselves 
against its black and ancient front ami 
the shots from Ihe Iwo light pieces of 
cannon which merely denied the stones. 
The garrison of eighty-two French and 
forty Swiss soldiers, iiad they been dis- 
posed, might have held it easily against 
the assault o: Ihe mob of lUJO'.OUO men 
and women arrayed round il on that In.-* 
July day. 
But tho infuriated populace 


were bent on making a beginning and 
they acted more wisely than they thought 
when with 0110 consent they drew up 
before 
the embrasures of tho hated 


prison four hundred years old, lit type of 
the dismal and doloslibic regime they 
were determined to overthrow. Tlie 
spirit of revolution had been at work in 
Ihe army and the French soldiers of the 
garrison sympathized with the peoph 
and .refused to iirc upon them. 
Thc\ 


even went further. After the attack htu1 
lasted for live hours without making ai 
impression .the French soldiers hung 


gs in token of surrender aion, 


the top of the walls and opened the gale: 
(o the mob. 
"Properlyspeaking," says 


Micliclet, "Ihe Hostile was not taken, 'i 
surrendered- 
Troubled with a bad eon 


science, it went mad and lost all pros 
once of mind." 
The 
populace wcro 


moderate in the hour of their t r i u m p h . 
They cut oil' the, head of Lc Launey, 
governor of Iho prison, and stuck il on a 
pike, did tho same for Flesselles, 
lh< 


treacherous Mayor of the city, anc 
hanged two Swiss soldiers, who had 
been aolivc in firing on the people, lo 
lamp-post. But il was a warning which, 
unheeded, was lo bo followed by Lhe cut- 
ling oft' of heads enough lo make a 
mountain and tho shedding of blood 
enough, to form a river. 


Attempt have been made lo show that 


the Bastile was not the awful abode of 
torture, crime and despair the French 
people held it to be—that it was a very 
respectable 
and 
properly conducted 


prison. 
Bo this as it may, Ihe French 


people havo never ceased lo regard it as 
the symbol of Iho most unendurable mis 
government of modern times and to 
celebrate its downfall as marking their 
deliverance from a dclcstadrcghiie.—i 
Louis Republican.

acquainted. 
They distribute hundreds 


of thousands of persons every year in 
this way, but they say they fail with 
Jews. Either thciremployorssendthom, 
back making charges of idleness or in- 
competence, or the Jews themselves re- 
turn, declaring that " tiie work is too 
hard." The Committee have, therefore 
declined to receive any more Jews. The 
truth seems to be that the Jews arc ex- 
pected to do hard manual labor; and 
that in America, as in everywhere else, 
they refuse to do it except under tho 
pressure of absolute necessity.

business in the world as they think, is 
to distribute, taking a heavy loll upon 
tho articles distributed. That is a use- 
ful function but a colony can 1:0 more bo 
made up of distributors than a State can 
bo composed of tax-gatherers.

Oiipliant hopes to settle all Jews in 
Palestine, but ho has omitted lo say who 
will plow Iho land, sow Ihe seed and 
cart the muck.

It is 
difficult for iniiiiy mind^ to renlizo tho 
facts cliumed for oiiMh'.f.'i-, or In explain 
to thc.m.selves why sucli results should 
bo secured oy processes KO simplo and 
by apportions so eooiiomic'al. 
Yet ]iroof 


— absolute demons1, rut ion — is within the 
reach of every inquiring mind, or o£ 
every enterprising farmer who is willing 
to expend $50 for cor.imi'iicing experi- 
ments upon his own farm. 


It is tho most singular fact that tho 


doubting minds are, those who havo had 
no practical experience on tho subject, 
but whoso conservatism ib on parade. 
It is equally surprising that no intelli- 
gent, practical attempt at silo building 
or ensilage feeding has resulted in fail- 
uro, although men of all classes and at- 
tainments have experimented with the 
now system. It would be rensonnblo to 
expect many failures among so many 
beginners of varying capacities, were 
thero anything intricate or uncertain in 
the process and its auxiliaries. No 
authority in this country is competent 
to pronounce positively upon tho future 
success or failure of this now system ; 
it is for the interest of no ono to urge or 
induce the adoption of the system by 
any unwilling farmer, and no ono is to 
be enriched by tho muntiplication of 
silos, except, perhaps, tho individual 
owners. 
Many a conservative farmer 


will await the report of his moro enter- 
prising neighbor, who 1ms built, or is in- 
tending to build, a silo, yet it is quite 
certain that before many years, every 
ono will have ample opportunity to 
judge, in tho most careful manner, tho 
merits and drawbacks of the system of 
ensilage. 


Grave doubts have been expressed by 


some authorities of repute as to the 
cfl'ect of feeding or.silago upon the but- 
ter product. Though many accounts of 
successful butter making have boon 
recorded yet our self-imposed critics 
have wisely shaken their heads as ii 
expecting disaster without being able to 
trace the cause or advise tho cure. 


Tho value and disirability of ensilage 


is capable of practical demonstration, 
and tlie intelligent farmer who desires to 
make his business profitable will not fail 
to investigate for himself n simple pro- 
cess which will enable him to add 
largely to the o'apacity of his farm in 
feeding livo stock and thus enriching his 
soil. — American Cultivator.
